The governm ent will be financially 
clear of all obligations to Its citizens 
by 19 44 if the ad m inistration policy 
of reducing the public debt as rapid ­ 
ly as possible and applying money 
received from foreign nations for w ar 
debts to the fund is continued. 
T he public debt is being reduced 
nt the ra te of $6 50,000,000 annually. 
E uropean nations owe 
the 
United 
States $11,000,000,000 for w ar ob­ 
ligations and this huge sum will be 
funded over a period of 62 years at 
v arying rates of interest tha t will 
b ring into Uncle S am ’s trea sury a 
totaj of more than $21,000,000.000 
A move is to be sta rted in congress 
this fall to urge the governm ent to 
ex tend the United S tates 
reduction 
period over 62 years instead of put­ 
ting the entire burden on the pres­ 
ent generation and re tiring the ob­ 
ligations in 18 years. 
T he ad m inis­ 
tration, however, ex pects to oppose 
this suggestion. 
T ax reductions, officials hold, are 
possible even w ith large debt reduc­ 
tions, because of the prosperity of 
the country. 
Now tha t A m erica is 
ex ceedingly prosperous, the tim e is 
ripe to liquidate debts so the nation 
can be ready for the nex t em ergency, 
ad m inistration leaders said. 
It w as pointed out tha t the gov 
ernm ent so far this fiscal year has a 
surplus of $13,9 04,000 in the trea s­ 
ury, w hereas last year at the same 
tim e the nation faced a deficit of 
$50,6 47 .000.

M eantim e the trea sury is pré pa ré 
ing to carry on the na tion’s business 
betw een the tax periods of Septem ber 
and December. T here is about $415,- 
000.000 m a turing on Sept. 15 and 
tax collections are ex pected to fall 
below this am ount.

HEAVY BANK

Bankers admitted heavy withdrawals 
and buying of New York drafts but 
did not state the amounts. 
There are three points

cept If an accord were reached. They 
are; 
1. 
Suspension of the application 
of the present religious laws. 
2. 
Re-entry to churches by the 
Episcopate. 
3. 
A national plebescite on the 
question at the end of the year. 
No agreement has yet been reach­ 
ed, but conferences will continue. 
Pan! will take the

before 
President Calles at the first oppor­ 
tunity. 
The United Press learned authori­ 
tatively th a t officials of 
petroleum

greater and has farmed 135 acres 
since that time. 
He is milking six- 
cows of mixed breed. 
I did not get to see Delbert Busby, 
but from the appearance of the place 
and progress he has made the past 
three years, he will be very success 
fill in the farming enterprise. 
Mr. 
Busby cleared and broke 12 acres 
this spring and has the best field of 
clover I have seen on any route. 
Art Gage has farmed 80 acres for 
the last 22 years and Is getting along 
first rate. 
He, too, has 12 acres of 
corn that would be hard to beat in 


the county. 
From 
10-12 acres of 
clover ore seeded annually which is 
used for hay and to build up tho 
soil. 
A tractor is used for shred­ 
ding corn and grinding feed and for 
the many other jobs on the farm 
whert» such power can be used so 
advantageously. 
M. Lockwood also formerly lived

A county fair should be a general 
roundup of economic and social life 
of the county.

county fair or uny fair cannot be 
successful without the cooperation of 
the farmers in tho community.

The peoples of the N«sir East were 
among the earliest manufacturers of 
iron. 
according 
to 
Dr.

Friend in nu address before the mem­ 
bers of the Royal institution. Loudon. 
In 1300 B. C. the Hittltes wore us­ 
ing Iron weapons In their numerous 
wars, and among the treasures of 
early history preserved to posterity Is j 
a letter thought to have been ad­ 
dressed to Raineses II of Egypt from 
the Htttite king, saying that he Is 
sending with tho communication an 
iron dagger. 
The Romans were skilled metallur­ 
gists with considerable knowledge of 
how 
to handle iron ores. 
Virgil’s 
Aeneid, written around 40 B. C., con-1 
tains an account of a smithy In full • 
blast, and Pliny In his “Natural His- I 
tory,” which was brought out In 77 j

— Announce­ 
ment that Suzanne Lenglen, recog­ 
n iz ed unofficially as the world’» ten­ 
nis champion, had joined Red Orange 
in the sports cirrus of C. C. Pyle, 
has put Amerean tennis officials In 
a two way dilemma. 
The United States Lawn 
Tennis 
Association, which survived a 
long 
battle with Bill Tllden about how 
far a writing athlete could go In 
tennis without losing 
an 
amateur 
status, found a new problem when 
Mile. Lenglen derided to turn pro­ 
fessional and Invade the courts of the 
United States. 
The problem of «lie 
association Is how will we receive 
Mile. Lenglen and who Is the am a­ 
teur champion now? 
The association will have to re­ 
sort to legal proceses to determine 
the social rating of Mile. Lenglen, 
but the question of the succeeding 
champion 
was 
solved 
by 
looking 
through the records. 
It was suggested to the association 
that the winner of 
the 
American 
women’s championship at Forest Ullis 
could be recognized a« the world's 
champion. 
The U. S. association entered the 
international federation after it had 
been agreed and put in document 
form that there was no such thing 
as a world’s champion player. 
That 
document 
recognized 
a 
world’s team champion, the winner 
of the Davis Cup, the 
Wimbledon 
champions and the American cham­ 
pions. 
The situation as it Is now. 
it was pointed out, is that Mrs. Kath­ 
leen McKane Godfrec Is the Wimble 
don womqn’s champion, 
and 
Miss 
Helen Wills is the American cham­ 
pion, unless she Is defeated at Forest 
Hills later this month. 
As far as the association Is con­ 
cerned officially, the only hope for 
Miss Wills to succeed Mile. Lenglen 
ns the world’s champion is to defend 
her American title successfully 
at 
ForeHt Hills and then go to England 
next sumer and defeat all comers at 
Wimbledon. 
“ If she succeeds in defeating the 
best players In the United States and 
England, Miss Wills can bo called 
l»y the press a world’s champion, but 
we can’t say that she is a world's 
champion,’’ a representative of the 
association said. 
As far as the rating of Mile. Leng­ 
len 
is concerned, 
the 
association 
found that there is nothing in the 
constitution to prevent an amateur 
player from playing with a profes­ 
sional player— only that it never has 
been done before. 
There is a clause in the constitu­ 
tion, however, which provides 
that 
sanction of the 
tennis 
association 
must be secured for uny exhibition 
matches at any allied d u b , and there 
are perhaps two courts In the United 
States that are not within the ju ris­ 
diction of the association. 
The necessity of sanction

Mile. Lenglen and her pilot. C. C

“England’s only hope for the future in athletics Is that the blasted Amer- 
Icnns never fake up cricket,* Tom Wefistor, the otlobrated cartoonist of the 
London Mall, said after the American golf and tennis teams had completed 
their recent trium phant invasion of Europe. 
“ If the Americans,” he said, "ever go about cricket seriously In a few 
years the only thing England will have left will be a castle or two and Amer­ 
icans may buy them if they can’t win ’em.” 


W ebster’s viewpoint is that of the most widely read humorist In Great 
Britain but among the more seriously inclined of his countrymen, the recent 
i out of the English athletes was taken almost as a national calamity. Some­ 
thing thnt called for a bowed head Instead of a cheery comeback—"What 
of i t r 
Everywhere In London, in the clubs and pubs. In the trams nnd on the 
streets, yon could hear, after the Americans had gone back home: "What is 
the matter with us?” 


“They called the roll sadly, naming all their reverses: 


We never bad the American Yacht Gup. 
We lost the polo cup. 


We lost the Davis Cup, the Wlghtmnn Cup, and haven’t figured at Wim­ 
bledon for seven year». 
We never have won the Olympic games. 


We never have won the Walker golf cup; we h a v e just lost the amateur 
golf championship to the United States nnd have been disgraced in the open 
hampionshlp. 
What is the reason for it? 


The but sad disaster, the loss of the am ateur championship nnd the utter 
out of tlie hading British players in I lie open championship were the blows 
hat almost killed father and developed into a national cry to find the trouble 
*nd correct it. 
Golf was the last stronghold behind which British prestige was fortified 
and when the Americans crumbled the walls, leaving hardly a stone standing, 
it may be, as Webster put It, that not even Windsor Castle 
is safe now. 
British golf writers were generous to the point of extravagance in prais- 
ir,g th»* golf of Jess Sweetser and particularly the game and character of 
Bobby Jones. 
Not only did they concede that Bobby is the greatest player 
it tin* world but they printed the opinion of Jim Braid, Harry Vardon and 
»tlicr authorities that no greater golfer ever lived. 
Veteran American correspondents who have been residing In F.ondon for 
ten, fifteen and twenty years, suid that never before in their memory had 
lews paper publishers allowed their correspondents the liberty of such super­ 
latives and flatteries that they showered on Bobby Jones. 
Admitting the superiority of the Americun game as it was demonstrated 
if ifulrflcld and St. Annes, the comment of the leading writers switched 
from bare facts of tragedy to theories for future redemption and for days 
there followed, after the golf disasters, serious discussions and expressions of 
pinion in th* leading papers relative to the cause of the decline of British 
the amazing ascendency of the American game, particularly as played 
by the youngsters, and what wub to be done about it. 
Walter Hagen, In an alleged Interview which he later repudiated, blamed 
the poor game of the British players on laziness and recommended that they 
take off their coats and get down to work. 
There are good reasons to believe that Hagen didn’t say this, but if he 
lid, out of the hearing of the American correspondents who went to the boat 
train with the players, he would not have been far wrong. 
Even a casual reporter, without the vaguest knowledge of golf, observed 
in the demanor of tlie British players a most striking lack of hustle and an 
attitude that ail was lost. 
One of the host known professionals, a former Englishman, and an ex- 
ehampion, who has been living in the United States for years, was asked by 
tin* writer niter tho debacle at St. Annes: “ What is the matter with the 
Britisli players?” 
if the alleged interview of Hagen's t reated any stir in London (it didn’t 
create near as much as Americans seem to think) the answer of this pro­ 
fessional would lmve caused a disturbance. 
“What’s the m atter with them? 
Why, they're all yellow'. 
T hat’s all,” 
1m answered. 
"You don’t want to be quoted on that, do you?” be was asked. 
"Wall, you might make it sound a little nicer,” he replied. 
"Say that 
they lack concentration!” 
It is worth a note in passing that the "lock of concentration" later was 
mentioned by several critics. 
The theories and reasons for poor British golf advanced by the English 
writers were treated seriously and for the most part were soundly intelligent, 
as sport specialists in England usually are. 
Only a few fell back on poorly 
grounded alibis. 
Among the latter were those who said the American supremacy was due 
to national affluence, that American players were all rich and that they had 
so much time at their disposal they made a business instead of u hobby out 
of golf. 
This, it does not need to be explained to American readers, is utterly 
false. 
If any one, of the opinion that all the American players were of great 
me ans, could have seen the am ateurs at St. Annes trying to stretch a "bob” 
into a pound, the opinion would have been changed to a conviction that the 
boys were close to live* hat passing profession. 
Others said that American players, in a country where warm sunshine 
and a good golf course can be found any day in the year, had the opportunity 
of more practice and competition than the British players and that the Amer­ 
ican s played so much they made a business of it instead of a game. 
Hearing this on one side, it was amusing to hear from the other side 
hat Abe Mitchell wasn’t on his game In the open championship because he 
was worn out from too much competition. 
Instead of being made more pro­ 
ficient by all-year-around competition, it may work the other wuy to the 
detriment of a player’s game. 
Hagen told friends at St. Annes, before he 
started playing, that he feared he had been playing too much and was over­ 
golfed. 
As far as making a business of golt, there are no players in the world 
who make golf so much of an exclusive business as the British professionals 
Some very intelligent theories were written by other critics who attrib­ 
uted the superiority of the Americans to ihe system of playing for figures 
alone, to play the ball from wherever it falls and to try even harder to save 
shots than to make them. They also paid tribute indirectly to the gameness 
of the American golfer. 
“Tell an American,” one of them said, "that he can’t do something and 
he’ll tell you: ’The hell 1 can’t,’ and he'll go and do it." 
it. Endersly Howard, one of the leading London golf writers, analyzed 
the situation very intelligently when he wrote in the "London Sketch” ; 
"The American plays solely to accomplish each hole in the par figure 
or In tter, if posible, on the principle that it is no use letting the other fellow 
influence your own line of action. It seems on the whole to be a very elfec 
tive scheme. Their business being to produce a high standard of play, they 
go for the scores, whether the event be by holes or scores, and, as a conse 
quence, they cultivate a calm outward bearing and a detached attitude toward 
their rival. 
They do not wear their hearts on their coat sleeves. This state 
of the American’s mind is communicated to his opponent, whose mental 
s u ie goes up or down, accordiug to the nature of the signs in the man whom 
he is trying to beat. 
“The British are still influenced by the personal touch; they study their 
opponents’ doings, and are guided in their own policies and hopes and fears 
by the nature of those achievements. 
It is the old way of playing golf. The 
Americans’ is the modern way.”

“E ngland’s only hope for the future in athletics is that the blasted A m er­ 
icans never take up cricket," Tom W ebster, the celebrated cartoonist of the 
lo n d o n Mail, said after the A m erican golf anil tennis team s had completed 
their recent, triu m p h an t invasion of Europe. 


“ If the A m ericans,” he said, ‘‘ever go about cricket seriously in a few 
ye?irs the only thing England will have left will he a castle or two and A m er­ 
icans may buy them lf they c a n ’t win ’em." 


W ebster’s viewpoint is th at of the most widely read hum orist in Great 
Britain hut am ong the more seriously inclined of his countrym en, the recent 
lo u t of the English athletes was taken alm ost as a national calamity. 
Some 
thing that called for a bowed head instead of a cheery com eback—“W hat 
of if?” 


Everyw here in London, in the clubs and pubs, in the tram s and on the 
streets, you could hear, after the A m ericans had gone back home: "W hat is 
the m atter w ith u s?” 


"They called the roll sadly, nam ing all their reverses: 


We never had the A m erican Y acht Cup. 


We lost the polo cup. 


We lost the Davis Cup, the W ightm an Cup, and haven't figured at W im ­ 
bledon for seven years. 


We never have won the Olympic games. 


We never have won the W alker golf cup; we have just lost the am ateu r 
golf cham pionship to the United States and have been disgraced in the open 
cham pionsiiip. 


What is the reason for it? 


The last sad disaster, tile loss of the am ateu r cham pionship and the u tte r 
lout of the leading British players in the open cham pionship w ere the blows 
hat almost killed father and developed into a national cry to find the trouble 
and correct it. 
Golf was the last stronghold behind which B ritish prestige was fortified 
and when the Am ericans crum bled the walls, leaving hardly a stone standing, 
it may lie, as W ebster put it, that, not even W indsor Castle is safe now. 
British golf w riters wore generous to the point of extravagance in prais- 
irig tile golf of Jess Sweetser and particu larly the gam e and ch aracter of 
Bobby Jones. 
Not only did they concede th a t Bobby is th e greatest player 
in the world but they printed the opinion of Jim Braid, H a rry Vardon and 
other authorities that no g reater golfer ever lived. 
Veteran Am erican correspondents who have been residing in lo n d o n for 
ten, fifteen and twenty years, said th at never before in their m emory had 
newspaper publishers allowed their correspondents the liberty of such su p er­ 
latives and batteries that they .showered on Bobby Jones. 
Adm itting the superiority of tho A m erican gam e as it was dem onstrated 
•it Muirfleld and SI. Annes, the com m ent of the leading w riters switched 
from hare facts of tragedy to theories for future redem ption and for days 
there followed, after tile golf disasters, serious discussions and expressions of 
opinion in the leading papers relative to the cause of the decline of British 
golf, the am azing ascendency of the A m erican game* p articu larly as played 
by the youngsters, and w hat was to be done about it. 
W alter Hugen, in an alleged interview which he later repudiated, blamed 
the poor gam e of the British players on laziness and recom m ended that they 
take off their coats and get down to work. 
There are good reasons to believe that Hagen didn’t say this, but If he 
did, out of the hearing of the A m erican correspondents who went to the boat 
train with the players, he would not have been far wrong. 
Even a casual reporter, w ithout the vaguest know ledge of golf, observed 
in th© dem anor of tile British players a m ost striking lack of hustle and an 
attitude th at all was lost. 


One of the best known professionals, a form er E nglishm an, and an ex 
champion, who has been living in the United States for years, was asked by 
the w riter after tile debacle at St. A nnes: "W hat is the m atter with the 
British p lay ers?’’ 
lf the alleged interview of H ag en ’s created any stir in London (it didn’ 
create near as m uch as A m ericans seem to think) the answ er of this pro 
tensional would have caused a disturbance. 
“W hat’s the m atter with them ? 
Why, they’re all yellow. 
T h at’s all,’ 
ho answered. 
“You don’t w ant to be quoted on that, do you?" he w as asked. 
“Well, you m ight m ake it sound a little nicer,” he replied. 
"Say that 
they luck co n cen tratio n !” 
It is worth a note in passing that the “lack of co n c en tra tio n ” later was 
mentioned by several critics. 
The theories and reasons for poor British golf advanced by the English 
w riters were treated seriously and for the m ost part w ere soundly intelligent 
as sport specialists in England usually are. 
Only a few fell back on poorly 
grounded alibis. 
Among the la tte r were those who said the Am erican suprem acy was due 
lo national affluence, that A m erican players were all rich and that they had 
so m uch time at their disposal they m ade a business instead of a hobby out 
of golf. 
This, it does not need to be explained to A m erican readers, is utterly 
false. 
If any one, of the opinion th a t all the Am erican p layers were of great 
means, could have seen the am ate u rs at St. Annes try in g to stretch a ’’bob’ 
nto a pound, the opinion would have been changed to a conviction that the 
boys w ere close to the hat passing profession. 
Others said that A m erican players, in a country w here warm sunshine 
and a good golf course can be found any day in the year, had the opportunity 
of more practice and competition than the British players and that the Amer- 
oans played so much they made a business of it instead of a game. 
H earing this on one side, it was am using to hear from the other side 
hat Abe Mitchell w asn’t on his gam e in the open cham pionship because he 
was worn out from too much com petition. 
Instead of being made more pro­ 
ficient by all-y ear-around com petition, it may work the other way to the 
d etrim ent of a p layer’s game. 
H agen told friends at St. Annes, before he 
started playing, that he feared he had been playing too much and was over- 
golfed. 
As far as m aking a business of golf, there are no players in the world 
who make golf so much of an exclusive business as the British professionals 
Some very intelligent theories w ere written by other critics who attrib­ 
uted the superiority of the A m ericans to the system of playing for figures 
alone, to play the ball from wherever it falls and to try even harder to save 
shots than to m ake them. 
They also paid tribute indirectly to the gam eness 
of the A m erican golfer. 
“Tell an A m erican,” one of them said, “that he can’t do som ething and 
he’ll tell you: ’The hell I can’t,’ and h e’ll go and do it.” 
R. Endersly Howard, one of the leading London golf writers, analyzed 
the situation very intelligently when he wrote in the “London Sketch”: 
“The Am erican plays solely to accom plish each hole in the par figure. 
or better, if posible, on the principle that it is no use letting the other fellow 
influence your own line of action. 
It seem s on the w hole to be a very effec­ 
tive schem e. 
Their business being to produce a high standard of play, they 
go for the scores, whether the event be by holes or scores, and, as a conse­ 
quence, they cultivate a calm outward bearing and a detached-attitude toward 
their rival. 
They do not wear their hearts on their coat sleeves. 
This state 
of the Am erican’s mind is communicated to his opponent, whose mental 
state goes up or down, according to the nature of the signs in the man whom 
he is trying to beat. 


“The British are still influenced by the personal touch; they study their 
opponents’ doings, and are guided in their own policies and hopes and fears 
by the nature of those achievem ents 
It is the old way of playing golf. The 
Am ericans’ is the modern way.”

Contractors on Paving From Belle 
Prairie to Brainerd Working 
at Top Speed 


TO COMPLETELY OCTOBER I 


A Quarter Mile of Paving Being 
Averaged Each Bay in Con­ 
struction of Highway 
W hat has appeared almost impos­ 
sible considering the setbacks from 
weather conditions, and other hind­ 
rances, the contractors in charge of 
the paving project of Highway No. 
27 from Belle Prairie to Brainerd, 
Ostrand 
and 
Ballett, 
contractors, 
hope to complete the work by the 
scheduled date, October I. 
New mixtures of concrete, tested 
in the laboratories of the Highway 
Commission at St. Paul in an effoit 
to obtain concrete which would dry 
more quickly than any used before 
on State Highway projects, resulted 
in a mixture which dries sufficiently 
hard in ten days or two weeks to 
permit automobile*- traffic. 
The use 
of this formula which calls for c il- 
cinm chloride in the mixing water 
and materially aids the contractors 
and lessens the discomfort of tour­ 
ists, since they need use detours a 
much shorter time than previously. 
Mr. Ostrand, contractor made th 
following statement 
in 
the Little 
Falls Transcript in a recent issue: 
“ We have approximately 125 me 
working for us,” he said. 
“Of th! 
number, thirty are employed in ou 
washing plant at Fort Ripley where 
we dig our gravel and wash it. 
The 
rest of the mon work in other de 
partments. A great number of these 
men are from this immediate terti 
tory, while some come from Stearns 
and Todd counties and a few from 
other districts, 
“ We have been laying approxi 
mately a quarter-mile of paving 
day, and we have already broken 
past records several times. 
As- I re 
member, the best record we have 
made was some time in the middle 
of June, when we laid 1,4 53 feet. 
“Fifteen miles of the paving have 
already been laid and the remainder 
will be finished by the required date 
October I ,” continued Mr. Ostrand 
“ This paving is of approximately the 
same thickness as that used on the 
stretch 
between 
Minneapolis 
and 
Little Falls, although on this stretch 
the thickness is seven and one half 
inches in the center and eight inches 
ap the sides. 
On highways 27 and 
3, the paving was seven and one-half 
inches thick all the way across.” 
This strip of paving, when com 
plcted, will mark the longest single 
stretch of pavement in the state, ex­ 
tending from just below Owatonna 
to Brainerd. It will be approximate­ 
ly 210 miles long. 
Brainerd citizens 
have announced their intention of 
celebrating the finishing of the high 
way and many Little Falls citizens 
announced their intention of co-op 
crating with them.
